Q: By now, I am sure that you 
are aware of the hospital’s same day 
appointment policy.  

As I understand it, every appoint-
ment for the primary care and family 
practice clinics is made on a “same 
day” basis. 

This can be really convenient 
when you need a same day appoint-
ment, but when you need a routine 
appointment it is extremely inconve-
nient.  

Recently, I called the appointment 
line to get seen for my shoulder.  

I was told all that day’s appoint-
ments were fi lled and I would have 
to call back the next day. 

After 20 minutes of busy signals, 
at 7:20 a.m. I was told there were no 
appointments available.  

The appointment line does not 
open until 7:00 a.m. 

There is something extremely 
wrong with this. It seems to be 
physically impossible to have every 
appointment for all the primary care 
physicians in the “snowy owl” clinic 
fi lled in 20 minutes. Even if the only 

appointments they took were for that 
clinic.

My shoulder is not so bad that I 
can’t wait to be seen, but I should be 
able to pick up the phone this after-
noon and call the clinic and make a 
routine appointment for some time in 
the next week or so.  

I have been to a lot of bases and it 
seems to work fi ne this way. I might 
have to wait, but at least I have an 
appointment. If it’s urgent that I be 
seen on the same day and can’t get 
in, that’s what urgent care clinics are 
for.

Please help to change this policy 
so that we can use our “benefi ts” of 
free medical care.

A: At the 3rd Medical Group, 
both the Family Practice and Flight 
Medicine Clinics operate on a “Same 
Day” appointment method. 

Approximately 60 percent of the 
total daily appointments are available 
to patients for the same day while 
the other 40 percent are available for 

booking into the future.  
Anyone calling for an appoint-

ment will fi rst be offered an appoint-
ment for that same day. However, if 
the patient prefers another day in the 
future we try to meet that need as 
well. 

Unfortunately, due to the current 
operations tempo and deployments to 
support the Global War on Terror, the 
total number of appointments simply 
cannot meet the demand.  

We recognize that getting a 
primary care appointment can be 
challenging and we are working hard 
to make improvements. 

Initiatives we are currently work-
ing on to improve access include the 
addition of an urgent care option, 
contracting for additional providers, 
and temporarily referring patients 
to a downtown provider while their 
primary care manager is deployed. 

Our goal is to ensure timely ac-
cess to quality health care for all 
benefi ciaries and we are using all 
available options to accomplish this 
goal.

Benefi ciary concerned with appointment procedures

The Air Force’s newest 
frontline fi ghter, the F-22A 
Raptor, will make its Pacifi c-
region debut as they par-
ticipate in Exercise Northern 
Edge 2006 in June.  

Twelve F-22As from the 
1st Fighter Wing at Langley 
Air Force Base, Va., along 
with U.S. military units 
stationed in the continental 
United States and the Pacifi c 
Theater will participate in 
this Alaskan Command joint 
training exercise scheduled 
for June 5-16.  

“The Raptor is the key 
to defeating deadly next-
generation threats to today’s 
aircraft and can strike deep 
and fast, day or night, paving 
the way for friendly air, land, 
and sea forces to operate at 

will without interference 
from an opposing air force,” 
said Col. Russ Handy, 1st 
Fighter Wing vice command-
er. “With its combination of 
stealth, supercruise speed, 
advanced avionics, air-to-air 
and air-to-ground capabili-
ties, the F-22A’s survivabili-
ty and striking power make it 
uniquely capable of counter-
ing advanced threats from 
day one of any confl ict.”       

 The F-22A, a critical 
component of the Global 
Strike Task Force, is de-
signed to project air domi-
nance, rapidly and at great 
distances and defeat threats 
attempting to deny access to 
our nation’s Air Force, Army, 
Navy and Marine Corps. The 
F-22A cannot be matched 

by any known or projected 
fi ghter aircraft.

Northern Edge is the larg-
est military training exercise 
scheduled in Alaska this 
year, with approximately 
5,000 U.S. active-duty and 
reserve component military 
members participating.  

“Northern Edge is de-
signed to prepare joint forces 
to respond to crises in the 
Asia Pacifi c region,” said 
Col. John Marselus, chief, 
Alaskan Command Joint 
Exercise Division.  “The ex-
ercise is intended to sharpen 
skills, to practice operations, 
techniques, and procedures, 
to improve command, 
control and communication 
relationships, and to develop 
interoperable plans and pro-
